A 8-47 bomber accident- 
ally dropped an un- 
armed nuclear bomb 
on a rural homestead 
today ‘and its TNT 
trigger exploded, in. 
juring six persons in a 
shower of dust and 
debris. But there was 
no atomic explosion. 


Air Force personnel rushed 
to the area under the per- 
sonal direction of Major- 
Gen, Charles Dougher, 
Commander* of the 38th 
Air Diviston at Hunter 
Air Force Base, Savannah, 
Georgia. The ‘plano was 
based there. 


All persons wore warned to 
stay out of the Immediate arca 
Jest the explosion had destroyed 
— but not detonated — the 
nuclear device, There was 
potential danger of radloactlve 
contamination of a small arca. . 


This was the first time -an 
Atomic bomb, the weapon that 
brought Japan to Sts ktece 
overnight in 1945, had been 
oored- ona -soik armed or:

‘US MISSILES FOR ALLIES 


Planners Save Govt 
US $147 Million 


-In Current Year 
Washington, Mar. 11. 

Military. aid funds, orlyinally carmarked 
for planes and othér coltventional 
woapons, are beirig diverted to equip 
US allies with intermediate range 
guided missiles, it was disclosed today. 

Mansfield Sprague, Assistant Defence Secretary 
for Military Assistance Programme and his 
deputy, Charles H. Shuff, gave the details to a 
recent closed-door session of the House 
Foreign Affairs Subcommittee. A censored 
version of ‘their testimony was made public 
today. ; 

Shuff said military aid planners had saved US$147 
million in the current year by cutting the 
number of F-100 planes for Europe. They 
used the money instead to step up orders for 
missiles for friendly nations.

Big efforts are to bo made

Tho company has converted a 
large part of ite aircraft factory 
at Hamble, near Southampton, 
to the production of these boats 
which range from 7 foot G inch 
Ginghles 10 26 foot sailing 
erwisers, : 

It produced 1,000 of all classcs 
last year, compared with 100 in 
the whole of 1947 when pro- 
ductlon first started, Plans ore 
teady ‘to step this up to 2,000 if 
demand warrants it. 

At present over o third of all 
bonts constructed at Hamble are 
-exported, mainly to the United 
States, Canada, South America 
and New Zcaland, 

“Hot-moulded” boats are built 
on almost solid wooden moulds 
made from timbers which are 
glucd and pegged together and 
then carefully fashioned and 
“falred" to the interior shape of 
the hull.- 

A prototype boat is then bullt 
up on the mould using wood 
veneers of just over % inch 
thickness and @ inches wide. 
These veneers or ‘‘planks” are 
ured as templates, from which 
further planks are cut and 
stapled to the mould to form the 
first skin, 

The second and subsequent 
Akins are glued on one side only, 
the staples holding the first skin 
being removed ng the sccond fs 
applied. 

The mould around which the 
hull has been formed Is envelop- 
ed In a rubber bag which is 
clamped down oround the edges 
to secure an airtight fiiting. A 
vacuum is applied until the bag 
fg stretched skin-tight over every 
part of the top surface of tho 
mould, 

The whole unit is then wherel- 
ed Into an oven where steam 
heat up to abput 100 degrees 
Centigrade 13 applied for about 
half-an-hour. 

When balding has been com- 
pleted the hull js left to stand 
for nbout a week to “cure” and 
is then trimmed before the fit- 
ling, of deck,” buoyanty tanks, 
centreboard and other cquip- 
ment,
